One who signs herself "Olwen,” In
the Cardiff Mall, has this to say ahout
the royal dalry: 1 have seen many a
model and working dairy, but every-
thing congldered, the royal doiry at
Balmoral beats everything 1 have wit-
nessed In that way, In point of order
and arrangement the whole extablish-
ment, of course, leaves nothing to be
desired, 'What strikes you most I8 (s
fdeal simplicity, so that even in the
very milk and butter you seem to per-
celve the stamp and image .of the roy-
al owner, The temaerature I8 delicious
—a kind of vernal coolness pervides
the alr, 'sweet as the breath of kins
that feed in the meadows. The dairy
Is sltuated about the center of the ex-
tensive grounds which surrounds the
royal castle, and from which there is
an exquisite view of valley and moun-
atin scenery. The entire construction

Is of grey granite, surrounded hy a
masalve veranda of the same, while
the interlor s of white-tlled walls,

with white marble and pink granite
connectg the modeldaley with the work-
ing dalry, where the produce for her ma-
Jesty's table js dally maufactured, The
ekimmed milk of which there I8 a
large quantity, ls made Into gkim-
cheese, which Is sold at a very rea-
sonable price to the inhabitants of the
surrounding districts, and Is always In
great demand. Evervthing I8 eon-
structed ns conveniently as can be
for carrying on the work of the dairy.
A herd of Arvehires lg Kept, some of
which are much thought of hy thelr
royal mistress, The byre, or cows-
house, Is kept scrupulously clean, so
that altogether the queen has quite a
Bclentific-prineipled dalry, even In the
north of Scotland."

“I am not golng to tell you much
more about the queen's dalry, but |t
may Interest your readers to learn
something about the young Welsh lady
who now presides at this model estah-
lishment at Balmoral, Miss May Grif-
fiths may be sald to have been born
into the specinl work which she haw
ndopted ns a profession at her home—
Pennally Court, Pembrokeshlre—where
a large herd of pure Castlemarting ip
kept, glving good average milk, As
far us s possible with old-fashloned
outhouses, everyvthing Is carrled on In
the best way to give good results In
the dalry The greatest care is taken
that the miich cows, ent nothing which
will Impart an unuleasant and olijee-
tionable taste to the milk or butter;
everything likely to cause difficulsy in
the process of manipulation Is careful-
ly avolded, and the greatest judgment
I8 exercised in making the food ap-
petising  for the dalry cooks. Then,
Rgaln, the milkmalds have to abide by
thelr rules, which for years have been
strictly adhered to, more especially
since the day of sclentific dalrying.
One" good rule s that every mlilker
should wash his or her hands previounx
to beginning to milk and after operat-
ing on each cow; this alone Is the se-
cret of success for the turning out of
the so-called ‘gllt-edged butter.”

duce from thig dairy for over thivty-
elght years.  The quantity of cream for
sale during the day I8 cooled and puat
aside, while another portion s wken
for making crenm cheese, which is sent
dally to Tenby, and !'s considered n
great delleacy, With these are seont
some dozens of Jitle hrowd Jara of
beautiful thick cream, which are duaily
prepared, neatly inbelled with the name
of the dalry. and tied down with #iver |
paper. These Jars arve of various siges,
and are eagerly sought after hy sum-
mer visitors,  The remadning portion of
cream dg ripensd for churning, elther
naturally or artificially, aceormling ns
the temperature and time of year de-
munds.  As a rule, the butter is always
ordered beforehand, and the gsupply is
never equal to the demand, 'The but-
ter Is never touched with the human
hand, and Ig well known, not only in
Wales, for weekly quantitles are for-
warded to customeys in London and to
other English centres. Almost all the
modern dalry appllances find thelr wa y.'
